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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Henry 
(5,499,468). 

Henry discloses a personal interest semaphore system comprising at least one 
ornamental semaphore (10 - identification bracelet with the words "RED ALERT ™" 
(40- signal identifier) imprinted on the buckle of the bracelet) which is worn on the first 
individual (around the wrist of the individual) which indicates a characteristic or trait of 
the first individual (the bracelet has an information sheet (44) having identification 
information pertaining to the individual removably received within a pocket (46) on the 
bracelet); whereby the first individual can signal the first individual's interests to a 
second individual via the semaphores and the second individual can interpret the 
semaphores to understand the characteristics and traits of the first individual. The signal 
identifier alerts someone that the bracelet contains identification information that may be 
useful in an emergency. Such information could include phone numbers of family 
members, illnesses the individual wearing the bracelet may have, allowable prescribed 
medications, family doctor, etc. (col. 4, lines 45-63). 
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Conclusion

McDermott et al. (3,660,916) disclose an identification system, 
Adams et al. (3,810,566) disclose a personal record carrier, Laugherty et al. (3,889,411) 
disclose an identification band, dayman (4,199,882) discloses an identification wrist 
band, Goudreau et al. (5,206,897) discloses a home incarceration system, MacDonald 
(5,343,608) discloses a method of forming an identification band, Peterson (5,581,924) 
discloses a pocket-style identification bracelet, Haas (5,785,354) discloses a self- 
expiring identification band, Jacobsen et al. (5,860,957) disclose a multipathway 
electronically-controlled drug delivery system, Gehris (5,873,188) disclose identification 
bands, Mosher, Jr. et al. (5,979,941) disclose a linkage identification system, Dessureau 
et al. (6,028,519) disclose tamper-proof security devices and systems, and Silver 
(6,064,307) discloses a method for relating information.
